GRAIN AND FEED 


TURKEY May Export More Barley. Demand for U.S. feed grains in the 
Mediterranean may diminish as Turkey may become a significant barley exporter 
to this region. After a 3-year absence from the barley export market, Turkey 
reportedly has sold 200,000 tons during the past few months. Trade sources 
orcas that Turkish exports could increase substantially during the coming 
months. = 


COTTON 6% 

SOVIET Cotton Harvest Possibly Larger. According to the U.S. =2 25 
agricultural counselor in Moscow, the Soviet Union appears to be on the way to “ 
a large cotton harvest for 1988/89. Reports from the major producing 
republics indicate that cotton output is better than last year. Increased 
emphasis on mechanized harvesting, better crop rotations, favorable 
application of intensive technology and progressive methods of organization 
and payment of labor are given as some of the reasons for the bigger harvest. 

As of November 2, Uzbekistan reported over 5 million tons of cotton had been 
picked, 1.5 million tons more than by the same date last year. 


Production of raw cotton in 1987/88 was 8.1 million tons. Production 
in 1980/81 was a record 9.96 million tons of raw cotton, according to official 
Soviet data. 


FRUITS 


Drought Cuts Output in BRAZIL'S Largest Orange Area. The 1988/89 
orange crop in Sao Paulo is estimated at 215 million boxes (40.8 kilograms) 
compared to 230 million boxes in June (see WR 25-88, June 22, 1988) and 220 
million in 1987/88, according to the U.S. agricultural officer in Sao Paulo. 
Sao Paulo accounts for about 80 percent of the Brazilian orange crop. The 
drop in production is due to dry weather which reduced the size of oranges and 
the yield per tree. It is still too early to project Brazil's 1989/90 
production. Total Brazilian orange juice production for 1988/89 is projected 
at 695,000 tons, down from 705,000 tons projected in June because of the dry 
weather.
